OFFICE OF THE SECRETARY 

Order Delegating to the Assistant Sec¬ 
retary of Agriculture the Duty or 
Authority to Issue Certain Docu¬ 
ments and to Discharge Certain Other 
Duties or Powers 

Pursuant to the authority vested in 
me by law (Sec. 2, 25 Stat. 659; U. S. C., 
Title 5. Sec. 517), I, H. A. Wallace, Sec¬ 
retary of Agriculture, hereby delegate to 
the Assistant Secretary of Agriculture 
the duty or authority which is or may be 
vested in the Secretary of Agriculture by 
law to issue, prescribe, or promulgate any 
order, marketing agreement, standard, 
license, suspension or revocation of li¬ 
cense. permit, suspension or revocation of 
permit, certificate, award, rule, regula¬ 
tion, or other document which has the 
force and effect of law and which may be 
issued, prescribed, or promulgated only 
after notice and hearing, or opportunity 
for hearing, shall have been given to the 
person or persons affected by or inter¬ 
ested in such order, marketing agree¬ 
ment, standard, license, suspension or 
revocation of license, permit, suspension, 
or revocation of permit, certificate, 
award, rule, regulation, or other such 
document. 

The Assistant Secretary of Agricul¬ 
ture, before issuing, prescribing, or 
promulgating any order, marketing 
agreement, standard, license, suspension 
or revocation of license, permit, sus¬ 
pension or revocation of permit, certifi¬ 
cate, award, rule, regulation, or other 
document as above described, shall give 
such notice and hearing or opportunity 
for hearing as are or may be required 
by law to be given by the Secretary of 
Agriculture before issuing, prescribing, 
or promulgating such order, marketing 


agreement, standard, license, suspension 
or revocation of license, permit, suspen¬ 
sion or revocation of permit, certificate, 
award, rule, regulation, or other such 
document. 

In addition to the foregoing. I hereby 
delegate to the Assistant Secretary of 
Agriculture the duties or powers con¬ 
ferred upon the Secretary of Agriculture 
by virtue of the Perishable Agricultural 
Commodities Act, 1930, as amended, 
and The Tobacco Inspection Act.

By virtue of the authority vested in 
the Secretary of Agriculture by the Price 
Adjustment Act of 1938, approved June 
21, 1938 (Title V of Public Res. No. 122, 
75th Congress; 52 Stat. 819), and pur¬ 
suant to the provisions of Sections 301 
and 303 of the Agricultural Adjustment 
Act of 1938, approved February 16, 1938 
(Public Law No. 430, 75th Congress. 3d 
Session; 52 Stat. 43, 45), and the second 
paragraph of Section 15 of the Soil Con¬ 
servation and Domestic Allotment Act,

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as amended by Section 104 of the Agri¬ 
cultural Adjustment Act of 1938 (Public 
Law No. 430, 75th Congress, 3d Session:

Program Regulations, as approved on 
January 13. 1939, 1 are hereby amended 
as follows:

(1) Section 741.4 is hereby amended 
to read as follows: 

Rate of payment .—The rate of pay¬ 
ment with respect to each commodity 
shall be as follows: 

(a) Cotton .—1.6 cents per pound of 
the normal yield per acre of cotton for 
the farm for each acre In the cotton 
allotment. 

<b) Corn .—6 cents per bushel of the 
normal yield per acre of corn for the 
farm for each acre in the com allot¬ 
ment. 

(c) Wheat .—11 cents per bushel of 
the normal yield per acre of wheat for 
the farm for each acre in the wheat al¬ 
lotment. 

(d) Rice .—12 cents per hundred¬ 
weight of the normal yield per acre of 
rice for the farm for each acre in the 
rice allotment. 

(e) Tobacco .—No price adjustment 
payments shall be made with respect to 
tobacco since the average farm price of 
each kind of tobacco, as defined in Sec¬ 
tion 301 of the Agricultural Adjustment 
Act, as amended, equals or exceeds 75 
per centum of the parity price of such 
kind of tobacco.#* 

(2) Section 741.7 is hereby amended 
to read as follows: 

Association expenses .—No part of the 
price adjustment payment computed for 
any farm shall be deducted for county 
association expenses incurred or to be 
incurred in connection with the 1939 
Price Adjustment Program.#*

AMENDMENT TO DETERMINATION OF PROPOR¬ 
TIONATE SHARES FOR SUGARCANE PRO¬ 
DUCERS IN PUERTO RICO FOR THE CROP 
YEARS 1938 AND 1939, AND DETERMINATION 
OF PROPORTIONATE SHARES FOR SUGARCANE 
PRODUCERS IN PUERTO RICO FOR THE CROP 
YEAR 1940 

( Revised ) 

Whereas, Section 302 of the Sugar Act 
of 1937 provides in part as follows: 

(a) The amount of sugar or liquid sugar 
with respect to which payment may be made 
Bhall be the amount of sugar or liquid sugar 
commercially recoverable, as determined by 
the Secretary, from the sugar beets or sugar¬ 
cane grown on the farm and marketed (or 
processed by the producer) not in excess of 
the proportionate share for the farm, as de¬ 
termined by the Secretary, of the quantity of 
sugar beets or sugarcane for the extraction 
of sugar or liquid sugar required to be proc¬ 
essed to enable the producing area in which 


the crop of sugar beets or sugarcane Is grown 
to meet the quota (and provide n normal 
carry-over inventory) estimated by the Sec¬ 
retary for such area for the calendar year 
during which the larger part of the sugar 
or liquid sugar from such crop normally 
would be marketed. 

(b) In determining the proportionate 
shares with respect to a farm, the Secretary 
may take into consideration the past produc¬ 
tion on the farm of sugar beets and sugar¬ 
cane marketed (or processed) for the extrac¬ 
tion of sugar or liquid sugar and the ability 
to produce such sugar beets or sugarcane, 
and the Secretary Bhall, insofar as practi¬ 
cable, protect the Interests of new producers 
and small producers and the interests of 
producers who are cash tenants, share-ten¬ 
ants. adherent planters, or share-croppers. 

and 

Whereas, subsection (c) of section 301 
of said act provides, as one of the condi¬ 
tions for payment to producers of sugar 
beets and sugarcane, as follows: 

(c) That there shall not have been mar¬ 
keted (or processed) an amount (in terms 
of planted acreage, weight, •jy recovernbh 
sugar content) of sugar beets or sugarcane 
grown on the farm and used for the pro¬ 
duction of sugar or liquid sugar to be mar¬ 
keted in, or so as to compete with or other¬ 
wise directly affect Interstate or foreign com¬ 
merce. in excess of the proportionate share 
for the farm, as determined by the Secretary 
pursuant to the provisions of section 302, 
of the total quantity of sugar beets or sugar¬ 
cane required to be processed to enable the 
area in which such sugar beets or sugar- 
for the calendar year during which the 
cane are produced to meet the quota (and 
provide a normal carry-over inventory) as 
estimated by the Secretary for such area 
larger part of the sugar or liquid sugar from 
such crop normally would be marketed. 

Now, therefore, pursuant to the fore¬ 
going sections of the said act, I, H. A. 
Wallace, Secretary of Agriculture, do 
hereby make the following determina¬ 
tion: 

A. The "Determination of Proportion¬ 
ate Shares for Sugarcane Producers in 
Puerto Rico for the Crop Years 1938 
and 1939, Pursuant to the Sugar Act 
of 1937”, issued January 11, 1938, (Sec¬ 
tion 802.46) as amended November 18, 
1938, 1 is hereby further amended as 
follows: 

(a) The 1939 proportionate share shall 
be calculated in terms of short tons of 
sugar, 96° basis, converted to raw value, 
by multiplying the 1938 base (as defined 
in the said determination, or as may 
be established pursuant to the provisions 
of paragraphs <b) and (c) of this sec¬ 
tion) of each grower by a fraction whose 
numerator shall be 845,739 and whose 
denominator shall be the sum of all the 
1938 bases. 

(b) Any grower who, under the said 
determination, received a 1938 propor¬ 
tionate share of less than 15 tons of 
sugar, raw value, shall be entitled, upon 
proper application, to increase his 1938 
base to an amount equal to his 1938 pro¬ 
duction, as determined by the Secretary, 
but in no event shall such base be more 
than 15 tons of sugar.

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(c) Those growers who would have 
been entitled to an allotment under the 
1935-36 production adjustment program 
If they had been producing sugar in those 
years, and who have sugarcane under 
cultivation in 1939, shall, upon proper 
application, be entitled to a 1938 base 
equal to: 

(!) 33 percent of the best option avail¬ 
able to such grower under the said 1935- 
36 production adjustment program, or 

(2) The lesser of either: 

(i) 15 tons of sugar, or 

(ii) The number of short tons of sugar 
obtained by multiplying the number of 
acres of sugarcane growing in 1939 by 3. 

The option made available under this 
paragraph shall lapse if no part of the 
1940 proportionate share resulting there¬ 
from is filled during the crop year 1940. 
(Sec. 302, 50 Stat. 910; 7 U. S. C.. Sup. 
IV. 1132) 

B. Sec. 802.46a Determination of pro- 
portionate shares for sugarcane producers 
in Puerto Rico for the crap year 1940. 
The proportionate shares for sugarcane 
producers in Puerto Rico for the crop 
year 1940 shall be established on the fol¬ 
lowing bases: 

(a) Old growers. For a producer for 
whom a 1939 proportionate share is es¬ 
tablished, pursuant to the provisions ol 
the “Determination of Proportionate 
Shares for Sugarcane Producers in Puerto 
Rico for the Crop Years 1938 and 1939, 
Pursuant to the Sugar Act of 1937”, is¬ 
sued January 11, 1938, as amended by 
Sec. 802.46 hereof, such proportionate 
share shall constitute his 1939 base and 
his proportionate share for the 1940 crop 
year shall be calculated in terms of short 
tons of sugar, 96° basis, converted to 
raw value, by multiplying such 1939 base 
by a fraction whose numerator shall be 
the sum of the initial sugar quotas estab¬ 
lished for Puerto Rico for the calendar 
year 1940, pursuant to Sections 201 and 
203 of the Sugar Act of 1937, plus (or 
minus) such adjustment as may be re¬ 
quired to provide a normal carry-over 
inventory for Puerto Rico, pursuant to 
section 302(a) of the said act, and whose 
denominator shall be the total of all such 
1939 bases, plus the total of the 1939 
bases determined for new growers as pro¬ 
vided in subparagraphs (2) and (3) of 
paragraph (b) of this section. 

(b) New growers. (1) A new grower 

(producer) for the 1940 crop year shall 
be the person who is the legal owner of 
the sugarcane crop grown on land for 
which a 1939 proportionate share was 
not established pursuant to the provi¬ 
sions of the “Determination of Propor¬ 
tionate Shares for Sugarcane Producers 
in Puerto Rico for the Crop Years 1938 
and 1939. Pursuant to the Sugar Act of 
1937”, issued January 11, 1938, as 

amended by Sec. 802.46 hereof: Provided , 
however, That a producer for whom a 


1939 proportionate share is established 
pursuant to Sec. 802.46 hereof and who 
grows sugarcane on land covered by a 

1939 proportionate share, but from 
which no sugarcane was harvested dur¬ 
ing any of the crop years 1931, 1932, 
1934, or any subsequent year, may be 
considered as a new grower for 1940 
with respect to such new production, 
and as such shall be entitled to increase 
his 1939 base in accordance with the 
provisions of subparagraphs (2) and (3) 
of this pargaraph; and Provided, further. 
That plantings for any of the foregoing 
types of new production shall have been 
completed on or before December 31, 
1938. 

(2) For a producer for whom a 1939 
proportionate share is not established 
under paragraph (a) of this section, and 
whose 1940 production, as estimated by 
the Secretary of Agriculture, is 15 tons 
of sugar, or less, such new production 
shall constitute his 1939 base, and the 

1940 proportionate share of such pro¬ 
ducer shall be calculated, in terms of 
short tons of sugar, 96° basis, converted 
to raw value, by adjusting his 1939 base 
in the manner specified in paragraph (a) 
of this section. 

(3) For a producer for whom a 1939 
proportionate share is not established 
under paragraph (a) of this section, and 
whose current production, as estimated 
by the Secretary of Agriculture, is more 
than 15 tons of sugar, the 1940 propor¬ 
tionate share shall be calculated in the 
manner specified in paragraph (a) of 
this section from a base determined as 
follows: 

Fifteen tons, plus an amount deter¬ 
mined by multiplying the first ton of 
such estimated production in excess of 
15 tons by 98 per centum, and thereafter 
by multiplying each successive ton by a 
percentage figure which shall be pro¬ 
gressively reduced by 2 per centum for 
every such ton. 

(4) In the event that a producer 
wishes to be considered as a new grower 
for 1940, application must be made at 
such time and in such manner as may be 
prescribed by the Secretary of Agri¬ 
culture. 

(c) Proration of unfilled portions. In 
the event that a proportionate share for 
1940, established in accordance with the 
foregoing provisions of this section is not 
filled, the unfilled portion thereof shall 
be prorated, on the basis of the propor¬ 
tionate shares then in effect, among all 
of the producers within the same mill 
area who are able to supply such unfilled 
portion. 

(d) Tenant and share-cropper protec¬ 
tion. In addition to the foregoing, the 
following conditions shall be met: 

(1) That no change shall have been 
made in the leasing or cropping agree¬ 
ments for the purpose of, or which shall 
have the effect of, diverting to any pro¬ 


ducer any payment to which tenants or 
share-croppers would be entitled if the 
1939 leasing or cropping agreements 
were in effect. 

(2) That there shall have been no in¬ 
terference by any producer with con¬ 
tracts heretofore entered into by tenants 
or share-croppers for the sale of their 
sugarcane. 

(e) Designation of agent. The Chief, 
or the Acting Chief, of the Sugar Divi¬ 
sion of the Department of Agriculture, 
and the Officer in Charge of the San 
Juan office of the Agricultural Adjust¬ 
ment Administration, or the Acting Of¬ 
ficer in Charge thereof, are hereby des¬ 
ignated to act, jointly or severally, as 
agents of the Secretary of Agriculture in 
administering the provisions of this de¬ 
termination. 

Part B (Sec. 802.46a) of this deter¬ 
mination supersedes Part B (Sec.

TITLE 10—ARMY 
WAR DEPARTMENT 
Chapter IV— Military Education 

PART 42—SCHOOLS AND COLLEGES * *# 

Sec. 42.01 Military authority, (a) 
Secretary of War. All matters pertaining 
to the coordination and supervision of 
military instruction at institutions con¬ 
ducting military training under the pro¬ 
visions of section 55c act of June 3, 1916, 
as amended by act of June 4, 1920 (41 
Stat. 780; 10 U. S. C. 1180, 1181) are 
vested in the Secretary of War, who is 
specifically charged with the supervision 
of all matters relating to policy, instruc¬ 
tion, training, and inspection of such in¬ 
stitutions. He will determine the eligibil¬ 
ity of any institution to establish military 
training under the provisions of the act 
of Congress cited above. 

(b) Corps area commander. The 
corps area commander is the representa¬ 
tive within his corps area of the War De¬ 
partment. He should assign one or more 
officers of his staff to the duty of thor¬ 
oughly familiarizing themselves with the 
history of military training in civil edu¬ 
cational institutions and the past and 
present policy of the War Department 
with reference to such training. It will 
be his duty to coordinate the military 
instruction and training at all civil edu¬ 
cational Institutions operating under

regulations prescribed by the War De¬ 
partment within his corps area and to 
see that the policy with reference to 
same is carried into effect. He will have 
supervision over all Army personnel on 
duty at all civil educational institutions 
within his corps area. He will ascertain 
the number of officers and noncommis¬ 
sioned officers needed for duty at each 
institution within his corps area and 
will recommend the detail or relief of 
such officers and noncommissioned offi¬ 
cers to the War Department. He will 
see that the officers and noncommis¬ 
sioned officers on such duty properly 
perform their duties. He will see that 
all institutions within his corps area are 
equipped properly to carry on the in¬ 
struction and training prescribed by the 
War Department. He will not be respon¬ 
sible, however, for the supply of such 
equipment. He or his representatives 
will spend as much time as practicable 
visiting the institutions within his corps 
area, becoming personally acquainted 
with the officials of the institutions and 
the Army officers on duty and give ad¬ 
vice and assistance whenever it seems 
necessary. He will refrain from inter¬ 
fering with schedules in operation or 
with local affairs except where there is 
a failure to carry out approved policies 
or where wrong methods are in opera¬ 
tion. He will permit latitude and free¬ 
dom as to methods on the part of the 
professors of military science and tactics 
and hold them responsible for results. 
Copies of instructions from the War De¬ 
partment will be furnished the corps 
area commander, and all routine matters 
pertaining to institutions conducting 
military training under the provisions of 
the act of Congress cited in paragraph 
(a) above should be handled by him, 
unless action by the War Department is 
necessary. His office will not become 
burdened with administrative functions 
nor should he demand unnecessary and 
burdensome reports and data from the 
institutions. An officer representing him 
should accompany the War Department 
inspector during the annual inspection 
of institutions within his corps area.*# 

Sec. 42.02 Sc/too/s and colleges con¬ 
cerned . (a) The schools and colleges 

referred to in the act of Congress cited 
in section 42.01 include all those edu¬ 
cational institutions, public or private, 
which do not maintain units of the Re¬ 
serve Officers’ Training Corps. 

(b) In order to avail themselves of the 
privileges prescribed by these regulations 
the institutions concerned must agree to 
the following: 

(1) To maintain under the prescribed 
course of military training not less than 
100 physically fit male students above 
the age of 14 years. 

(2) That any student who enters upon 
the prescribed course of military train¬ 
ing will be required to continue the 
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training for the remainder of that 
academic year, as prerequisite for 
graduation or promotion from that 
year’s course, unless excused therefrom 
for physical disability or on the recom¬ 
mendation of the professor of military 
science and tactics. 

(3) To allot and require an average 
of not less than three hours a week 
per school year to the prescribed course 
of military training.*#

(b) The application will be mailed to 
The Adjutant General, accompanied by a 


statement showing the name and mili¬ 
tary qualifications of the person selected 
to be professor of military science and 
tactics as provided in section 42.05, para¬ 
graph (c). 

(c) Upon receipt of the application 
The Adjutant General will issue the 
necessary orders to cause the corps area 
commander or a representative to make 
an inspection and report upon the insti¬ 
tution on W. D., A. G. O. Form No. 0722 
(Educational Institutions — Report of 
Initial Inspection of). If the inspection 
indicates that the institution is entitled 
to the benefits of section 55c, National 
Defense Act, as amended, and if the ap¬ 
plication has been approved by the Sec¬ 
retary of War, requisitions will be made 
at the institution on W. D., Q. M. C. 
Form No. 400 (Requisition). Signed 
requisitions will then be forwarded to 
the corps area commander. After the 
value of all property that will be issued 
to the institution has been decided upon, 
a bond in the sum of not less than 15 
percent in excess of the invoice value of 
all Government property to be issued will 
be furnished by the institution to the 
Secretary of War. (See sec. 42.11.) 
Upon approval by the corps area com¬ 
mander, shipments will be made of the 
property, including the annual allow¬ 
ance of spare parts, etc., referred to in 
section 42.12, paragraph (c). Such ship¬ 
ments will be made on the regular form 
of Government bill of lading at the ex¬ 
pense of the United States. Such blank 
forms will be furnished to the institu¬ 
tion as are necessary properly to care for 
and account for Government proper- 
ty.*# 

Sec. 42.04 Inspectiotis and reports. 

(a) The military department of all 
schools and colleges having a course of 
military training prescribed by the Sec¬ 
retary of War pursuant to the provisions 
of the act of Congress cited in section 
42.01 will be subject to inspection under 
the authority of the President of the 
United States. Corps area commanders 
or their representatives will make a for¬ 
mal inspection of the military depart¬ 
ment of each such institution within 
their respective corps areas annually. 
No formal rating will be awarded as a 
result of these inspections. 

(b) In addition to the formal inspec¬ 
tion prescribed in paragraph (a) above 
corps area commanders or their repre¬ 
sentatives will make such visits of obser¬ 
vation as they may consider necessary to 
acquaint themselves with conditions at 
institutions, and establish contact with 
the interested institutional authorities. 
Such visits will not include a formal in¬ 
spection of units. 

(c) During the visits to educational 
institutions inspecting officers will sat¬ 
isfy themselves as to the correctness of 
numbers and ages of students enrolled in 
the military departments; the state and 
condition of equipment; the adequacy 


and suitability of means provided by the 
institution for caring for Government 
property issued to the institution; suit¬ 
ability and adequacy of instructor per¬ 
sonnel of the military department; status 
of the military department as to organi¬ 
zation, efficiency, and cooperation of the 
authorities of the institution; and they 
will make written report to the corps area 
commander of any deficiencies in these 
matters which they are unable to correct 
on the spot. Report in writing will be 
made to the corps area commander of 
any violation of regulations for which the 
authorities of the institution are respon¬ 
sible or any matter affecting the desir¬ 
ability of the institution for the purposes 
of military education.*# 

Sec. 42.05 Military instructors (a) 
Detail. Insofar as the exigencies of the 
service permit, active or retired officers, 
warrant officers, and enlisted men of the 
Regular Army will be detailed under the 
provisions of the act of Congress cited In 
section 42.01, as follows: 

(1) Officers, active or retired: one to 
each institution, and where the institu¬ 
tion has more than 500 students under 
military instruction, one additional offi¬ 
cer for each 500 students or major frac¬ 
tion thereof. 

(2) Noncommissioned officers, active 
or retired; one to each institution, and 
where the institution has more than 500 
students under military instruction, one 
additional noncommissioned officer for 
each additional 500 students or major 
fraction thereof. 

(3) Warrant officers, active or retired; 
one (in lieu of one noncommissioned offi¬ 
cer) to institutions to which the detail of 
more than one noncommissioned officer 
is authorized. 

(b) Duties. The duties of persons de¬ 
tailed as provided in (a) above are solely 
those of instructors in the course of mil¬ 
itary training prescribed by the Secretary 
of War, except that a Regular Army offi¬ 
cer may perform the duties of comman¬ 
dant of cadets. Officers or noncommis¬ 
sioned officers will not conduct any 
courses of instruction in the institution 
other than those prescribed by the War 
Department, or pursue any course of 
instruction conducted by the institution 
without the permission of the Secretary 
of War. Clerical labor connected with 
the issue, care, and accountability of 
Government property and manual labor 
connected with the care and repair of 
such property must be provided by the 
authorities of the institution. 

(c) Professor of military science and 
tactics. (1) When one or more officers 
are detailed by the War Department to 
an educational institution, the senior line 
officer will be the professor of military 
science and tactics. Where officers of 
the services only are detailed to an edu¬ 
cational institution, the senior officer 
thereof will be the professor of military 
science and tactics. For the purpose of 
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these regulations, officers retired from 
arms will be regarded as line officers. All 
other officers detailed by the War De¬ 
partment to the institution will be di¬ 
rectly under his orders and control in all 
matters pertaining to their military du¬ 
ties at the institution. On arriving at 
the institution for duty the senior officer 
will report in person to the head of the 
institution and by letter to the corps area 
commander. Thereafter his status and 
relations with the institution will be the 
same as are those of the head of any 
other department of the institution. 

(2) When no officer is detailed by the 
War Department to the institution, a 
suitable person will be designated by the 
authorities of the institution to be pro¬ 
fessor of military science and tactics, 
whose status and relations with the in¬ 
stitution will be the same as are those 
of the head of any other department of 
the institution. In such cases the War 
Department must be satisfied that the 
professor of military science and tactics 
designated by the authorities of the in¬ 
stitution is qualified for his duties. 

(d) Noncommissioned officers. Non¬ 
commissioned officers detailed by the 
War Department to an institution will 
report to and be under the supervision 
of the professor of military science and 
tactics.*# 

Sec. 42.06. Military training an in¬ 
struction (a) Prescribed course. The 
instruction given to those students tak¬ 
ing the first year’s course of military 
training must include the following sub¬ 
jects as a minimum: 

(1) Physical training, first aid to the 
injured, and elementary hygiene and 
sanitation. 

(2) Nomenclature and care of the rifle 
and equipment. 

(3) Training publications. Infantry 
drill, close and extended order, to in¬ 
clude the schools of the soldier, squad, 
and company. 

(4) Instruction in firing the rifle, to 
include gallery practice. 

(b) Additional instruction (1) Infan¬ 
try courses. Every effort will be made 
to offer to those students who have satis¬ 
factorily completed the course of train¬ 
ing set forth in (a) above a further and 
progressive course of military instruc¬ 
tion which will follow, as nearly as the 
facilities at the institution permit, the 
Infantry courses prescribed for students 
of the Reserve Officers’ Training Corps. 
Information relative to these courses is 
contained in AR 14S-10 and AR 145-20, 
copies of which may be obtained from 
The Adjutant General. (See secs. 62.01 
to 62.55.) These regulations will be 
carefully studied and the policy and 
method of training outlined therein 
should be used as a guide and carefully 
adhered to as far as practicable. 

(2) Instruction other than Infantry. 
Instruction in arras and services other 


than Infantry will not be sanctioned 
unless the infantry instruction and train¬ 
ing at the institution are found, upon in¬ 
spection by officers designated by the 
War Department, to have reached a sat¬ 
isfactory plane of efficiency. 

(c) Records of training. Such records 
as will show specifically the following 
information will be kept in the depart¬ 
ment of military science and tactics of 
the institution. 

(1) Date and duration of each drill or 
instruction period. 

(2) Kind of drill or subjects of in¬ 
struction covered at each drill or in¬ 
struction period. 

(3) Name of instructor at each drill 
or instruction period. 

(4) Number of students present at 
each drill or instruction period for the 
entire period. 

(5) Names of absentees and the rea¬ 
son for absences. 

(6) When range practice is held, the 
score of each student will be kept. 

(7) Record of all Government prop¬ 
erty issued to the institution. 

(8) Lists of all Government property 
Issued to each student by the institu¬ 
tion.*# 

Sec. 42.07 Organization , discipline, 
and government of military students 

(a) Organization. Students under mili¬ 
tary training will be organized into com¬ 
panies, battalions, and regiments of In¬ 
fantry, the organization, drill, and ad¬ 
ministration of which will conform as far 
as practicable to that prescribed for sim¬ 
ilar units of the Regular Army. 

(b) Discipline. Discipline will be 
maintained at all times when the stu¬ 
dents are undergoing military training. 

(c) Rules and orders. All rules and 
orders relating to the organization, dis¬ 
cipline, and government of the military 
students, the appointment, promotion, 
and change of officers, and all orders af¬ 
fecting the department of military sci¬ 
ence and tactics, except those relating to 
routine duty, will be made and promul¬ 
gated by the professor of military science 
and tactics, after being approved by the 
chief administrative officer of the institu¬ 
tion. 

(d) Supervision and control. Institu¬ 
tions conducting military training under 
the provisions of the act of Congress cited 
in section 42.01 will retain the ordinary 
powers of supervision and control of the 
student personnel. 

(e) Report from the professor of mili¬ 
tary science and tactics. The professor 
of military science and tactics will render 
to corps area commanders a special re¬ 
port covering in full any serious case of 
breach of military discipline in which 
adequate action has not been taken by 
the authorities of the institution within 
reasonable time.*# 

Sec. 42.08 Certificate to student 
When any student severs his connection 


with the institution, a certificate stating 
what military training he has satisfac¬ 
torily completed should be given to 
him.*# 

Sec. 4209 Records, orders, and com¬ 
munications. The office of The Adju¬ 
tant General is the office of record and 
issuance of orders relating to these in¬ 
stitutions. All communications, there¬ 
fore, with reference to the military de¬ 
partment of a school or college where 
military instruction is conducted under 
regulations prescribed by the War De¬ 
partment will be, except where other¬ 
wise prescribed, forwarded through the 
corps area commander to The Adjutant 
General.*# 

Sec. 42.10 Property (a) Requisi¬ 
tions. Requisitions for Government 
property for an educational institution 
operating under the provisions of these 
regulations will be submitted to the corps 
area commander. 

(b) Transportation. Shipment of 
Government property authorized under 
the provisions of the act of Congress 
cited in section 42.01 from depots, ar¬ 
senals, or armories to institutions, and 
return shipment from institutions to de¬ 
pots, arsenals, or armories, will be made 
on the regular Government bill of lad¬ 
ing at the expense of the United States. 
This transportation cost, together with 
the cost of packing and handling at the 
arsenal or depot, will be paid from funds 
allocated to the corps area commander. 

Professors of military science and tac¬ 
tics may employ the necessary drayage 
for hauling Government equipment from 
the local railroad delivery point to the 
institution and from the institution to 
the local railroad receiving point when 
no Government transportation is avail¬ 
able or when the institution has no 
transportation. Just accounts will be 
submitted to the corps area commander 
for approval and payment. However, 
when under the provision of section 
42.05, paragraph (c) (2) no officer of the 
Army has been detailed to the institu¬ 
tion as professor of military science and 
tactics, the official of the institution 
designated by the head of the institu¬ 
tion under the provisions of paragraph 
(c) (2) below will perform the duties 
indicated in this paragraph. 

(c) Accounting. (1) Government 
property issued to educational institu¬ 
tions under the provisions of the act 
of Congress cited in section 42.01 must 
be accounted for on blank forms fur¬ 
nished by the War Department for this 
purpose. 

(2) The president or other authority 
of the institution will be requested to 
designate an official of the institution as 
authorized to sign all property papers 
for the institution and account for the 
property in the name of and for the in¬ 
stitution. This authority in the form of 
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a certificate will be transmitted to the 
corps area commander. 

<d) Lost, destroyed or damaged. (1) 
Government property which becomes 
unserviceable through fair wear and 
tear incident to the proper and author¬ 
ized use of such property will be re¬ 
placed or repaired at the expense of the 
United States. Such property may be 
dropped from the institution’s account¬ 
ability on an approved W. D., A. G. O. 
Form No. 15 (Report of Survey) or 
W. D.. I. G. D. Form No. 1 (Inventory 
and Inspection Report). Should the ap¬ 
proved W. D., A. G. O. Form No. 15 or 
W. D.. I. G. D. Form No. 1 involve the 
shipment of the unserviceable property 
to a depot or arsenal for salvage or re¬ 
pair. such property will be dropped from 
accountability only on the receipted 
W. D. Q. M. C. Form No. 434 (Ship¬ 
ping Ticket), on which it is shipped to 
the depot or arsenal, to which the W. D., 
A. G. O. Form No. 15 or W. D. ( I. G. D. 
Form No. 1 authorizing the shipment 
will be attached. 

(2) Government property lost, de¬ 
stroyed, or damaged by fire, flood, theft, 
tornado, or other similar causes, with¬ 
out fault or neglect on the part of the 
institution, its servants, or employees, or 
any member of its student body receiv¬ 
ing military training, will be replaced 
at the expense of the United States. To 
determine whether such loss, destruction, 
or damage was without fault or neglect 
on the part of the institution, its ser¬ 
vants or employees, or members of its 
student body receiving military training, 
a survey will be made as provided in 
paragraphs 6 and 8, AR 35-6640. 2 The 
surveying officer will be appointed by the 
corps area commander. 

(3) All other loss, destruction, dam¬ 
age, or deterioration of Government 
property for which an institution is ac¬ 
countable will be made good by the in¬ 
stitution. and corps area commanders 
will take the necessary action to cause 
reimbursement to the United States for 
such loss, destruction, damage, or de¬ 
terioration. 

(4) Whenever Government property 
for which an institution is accountable is 
lost, whatever the cause, or becomes un¬ 
serviceable to the extent of requiring 
replacement, or repair which cannot be 
made at the institution, the institution 
authorities will immediately notify the 
corps area commander. In case arms 
are lost, the corps area commander and 
The Adjutant General will be notified 
immediately by wire and the authorities 
of the institution will also notify the 
proper civil authorities, with a view of 
seizing the arms, if found, and of pros-

ecutfng all persons concerned in the 
illegal possession thereof. 

(e) Inveiitories— (1) By whom and 
lohen made. —(i) Inventories of all Gov¬ 
ernment property at each institution will 
be made at least once each year by the 
official of the institution authorized to 
account for the property in accordance 
with AR 35-6520. 3 This annual inven¬ 
tory will be made during the period be¬ 
tween the close of the spring term of 
one academic year and the opening of the 
fall term of the following academic year. 
A Regular Army officer, assigned to duty 
at the school, will assist at the inven¬ 
tory. and will verify the entry of inven¬ 
tory balances on the stock record cards 
as required by paragraph 19c, AR 35- 
6520. If an officer of the Regular Army 
is not available to assist in taking the in¬ 
ventory, the accountable school official 
will notify the corps area commander 
and await the designation of suitable mil¬ 
itary personnel to be present at the in¬ 
ventory. 

(ii) In the case of arms and other 
items bearing numbers, the serial num¬ 
ber of each weapon or similar item will 
be checked. The provisions of paragraph 
19d (1). AR 35-6520. will not apply. 
The contents of packages containing 
such items will, upon receipt thereof, be 
examined and verified as to quantity and 
serial numbers, after which the contain¬ 
ers should be closed, resealed, and 
marked to show date of such examina¬ 
tion and verification. The same proce¬ 
dure will be followed when accountability 
for property is transferred, and at each 
subsequent annual inventory. During 
the interim between inventories, the 
seals should be inspected at frequent in¬ 
tervals. 

(iii) The result of such inventory and 
also the balances appearing on the stock 
record account will be entered, segre¬ 
gated according to supply arms or serv¬ 
ices, on the form prescribed in paragraph 
(2) below (in duplicate), the original of 
which will be certified as correct and 
forwarded to the corps area commander. 
The duplicate copy will be retained by 
the institution authorities. 

(2) Form .—The report of inventory 
and stock record balances will be pre¬ 
pared by the official of the institution 
authorized to account for the property 
in the following form, supported by a 
list of the serial numbers of all firearms, 
which will be attached to each copy of 
the inventory:

(f) Overages to be taken up on stock 
record account. Any overages disclosed 
by the inventory will be taken up on the 
stock record account of the institution 
on W. D., Q. M. C. Form No. 445 (Over, 
Short, and Damaged Report) as “Found 
at school.” Report of survey will be ini¬ 
tiated to cover all shortages disclosed by 
the inventory unless the authorities of 
the institution acknowledge liability for 
the loss and make payment therefor as 
contemplated in paragraph (d) (3) 

above.*# 

Sec. 42.11 Bonds, (a) A bond, in the 
value of all Government property issued 
for the care, safekeeping thereof, and 
for its return when required, will be fur¬ 
nished to the Secretary of War and will 
be filed by the corps area commander 
after approval by him. 

(b) Government property to an amount 
in excess of that covered by the bond will 
not be issued. Educational institutions 
will execute bonds in a sum of not less 
than 15 percent in excess of their imme¬ 
diate needs in order that any reasonable 
expansion may be met by the supply de¬ 
partments without entailing the neces¬ 
sity for the execution of a new bond. 

(See sec. 42.03, paragraph (c).> Blank 
forms for bonds and instructions for 
their preparation will be obtained from 
the corps area commander. 

(c) Institutions which belong to one 
of the three following classes may be 
their own surety: 

(1) Institutions operating under State 
charter. 

(2) Institutions directly under con¬ 
trol of municipalities. 

(3) Institutions which are corpora¬ 
tions. 

(d) The high schools in the District of 
Columbia are not required to furnish 
bond, as contemplated in paragraphs 
(a) and (b) above, on account of mili¬ 
tary supplies and equipment issued by 
the War Department for military in¬ 
struction and practice by the students 
therein. See act March 3, 1925 (43 Stat. 
1232).*# 

Sec. 42.12 Arms, equipment , and 
spare parts. (aJ Arms and equipment. 
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The following arms and equipment are 
designated for issue to educational in¬ 
stitutions under the provisions of the 
act of Congress cited in section 42.01, the 
model depending upon the available 
supply: 

(1) For each student undergoing mil¬ 
itary training— 

1 rifle (complete), to include 1 oiler 
and thong case and 1 brush and thong. 

1 gun sling. 

(2) For every 25 students participat¬ 
ing in gallery practice— 

1 gallery practice rifle, caliber .22, 
Ml922, Ml, and necessary appendages. 

(3) Miscellaneous. 

For each 2 rifles. 1 screw driver. 

For each 8 rifles, 1 barrack cleaning 
rod. 

For each 10 rifles, 1 chest, arms. 

(b) Ammunition , targets , and target 
supplies. (As prescribed in allowance 
tables.) 

(c) Spare parts a7id cleaning ma¬ 
terials. Institutions to which Govern¬ 
ment property is issued are required 
under their bond to keep said property 
in good and serviceable condition. For 
this purpose the Government will issue 
to the institutions on proper approved 
requisition such spare parts, implements, 
appendages, and cleaning materials as 
are necessary. If the spare parts, imple¬ 
ments, appendages, etc., are to replace 
similar articles which have become un¬ 
serviceable through fair wear and tear 
incident to proper and authorized use, 
packing and handling charges, trans¬ 
portation charges, and the cost, if any, 
of the articles will be paid from funds 
allocated to the corps area commander. 
If the articles are requested for any 
other cause, all charges will be borne 
by the institution. 

(d) Care and safekeeping of arms, 
equipment, etc. The authorities of in¬ 
stitutions are responsible for the care 
and safekeeping of arms, ammunition, 
and equipment which have been issued 
to them, and for seeing that proper pre¬ 
cautions are taken to prevent arms, 
ammunition, and equipment from be¬ 
ing improperly used and from falling 
into the hands of irresponsible persons. 

(e) Reports of accidents and malfunc¬ 
tions of ordnance materiel. (1) At in¬ 
stitutions where an officer of the Ord¬ 
nance Department is included in the 
staff of military instructors, the profes¬ 
sor of military science and tactics will 
require this officer to act as the local 
ordnance officer in investigating and re¬ 
porting accidents and malfunctions of 
ordnance materiel. 

(2) At other institutions the professor 
of military science and tactics will per¬ 
form the functions of the local ordnance 
officer insofar as these investigations and 
reports are concerned. 


(3) At institutions where no officer of 
the Regular Army is stationed, the senior 
Regular Army representative will func¬ 
tion as the ordnance officer in the per¬ 
formance of the duties prescribed in par¬ 
agraph (1) above.*# 

Sec. 42.13. Camps. Camps conducted 
under the provisions of the act of Con¬ 
gress cited in section 42.01 will conform 
to such regulations as may be prescribed 
by the War Department.*#

Sec. 3.6 (t) Advertising falsely or mis¬ 
leadingly—Qualities or properties of 
product. Representing, in connection 
with offer, etc., in commerce, of “Siroil" 
medicinal product, or any other product 
with substantially same ingredients or 
properties, that said preparation re¬ 
moves dandruff, or is a cure or remedy 
for dandruff or psoriasis, or will clear 
up psoriasis lesions, or cause skin sores 
or blotches to disappear permanently; 
or that said preparation removes the 
crust, scales, lesions and blemishes caused 
by psoriasis and relieves other of its 
discomforts, unless such representations 
are specifically restricted to removing 
such crusts, scales, etc., in those cases 
where such conditions are external in 
character and are located solely in the 
outer layer of the skin, prohibited. (Sec. 
5b, 52 Stat. 112; 15 U. S. C., Supp. IV, 
sec. 45b) [Cease and desist order. Sir-

TITLE 27—INTOXICATING LIQUORS 

FEDERAL ALCOHOL ADMINISTRA¬ 
TION DIVISION 
(Regulations No. 4, Amendment 4] 

Amending the Standards op Identity 
With Respect to the Limitations on 
Sweetening in Wine Derived From 
Cane, Beet, or Dextrose Sugar 

Pursuant to the provisions of Section 
5 of the Federal Alcohol Administration 


Act, as amended. Regulations No. 4, Re¬ 
lating to Labeling and Advertising of 
Wine, as amended by Amendment No. 
2,* are further amended as follows: 

1. Amend Article n, Section 21, Classes 

I (a) (1),4 (a), 5 (a), and 6 (a), of said 
regulations by striking out the words “or 
an unfermented residual sugar content, 
derived from added sugar, of more than 

II per cent by weight”, and inserting in 
lieu thereof the words “or an unfer¬ 
mented residual sugar content, derived 
from added sugar, of more than 15 per 
cent by weight.” 

2. Amend Article n, Section 21, Class 
1 (a) (2). of said regulations by striking 
out the words “not more than 11 per cent 
by weight of dry sugar”, and inserting in 
lieu thereof the words “not more than 15 
per cent by weight of dry sugar.” 

3. Amend Article n, Section 22 (b) (5), 
of said regulations to read: 

(5). Treatment of any class or type of 
wine for which a standard of identity is 
prescribed in this article with sugar or 
water in excess of the quantities specifi¬ 
cally authorized by such standard, Pro¬ 
vided, That the class or type thereof shall 
not be deemed to be altered, (1) where 
such wine (other than grape Wine) is 
derived from fruit, or other agricultural 
products, having a high normal acidity, 
if the unfermented residual sugar con¬ 
tent, derived from added sugar, is not 
more than 20 per cent by weight, and 
the content of natural acid is not less 
than 7.5 parts per thousand, and, (2) 
where such wine is derived exclusively 
from fruit, or other agricultural products, 
the normal acidity of which is 20 parts or 
more per thousand, if the volume of the 
resulting product has been increased not 
more than 60 per cent by the addition 
of sugar and water solution, for the sole 
purpose of correcting natural deficiencies 
due to such acidity, and there is stated 
as a part of the class and type designa¬ 
tion the phrase “Made with over 35 per 
cent sugar solution.”

Sec. 201.1 Closing of salmon traps 
during weekly closed periods and follow¬ 
ing seasonal closing . During closed pe¬ 
riods the heart walls of all salmon traps 
within the areas affected shall be lifted 
or lowered in accordance with the 
method prescribed by section 5 of the 
act of June 6, 1924. The tunnels from 
hearts to pots of all salmon traps shall 
be constructed of flexible webbing other 
than wire, and diming all closed periods 
they shall be completely closed by pull¬ 
ing to one side of the pot. In addition, 
the spillers of all driven traps shall be 
raised to within 4 feet of the capping 
and the spillers of floating traps shall be 
raised to within 4 feet of the surface 
within 36 hours after the beginning of 
any seasonal closed period. Within 36 
hours after the beginning of any sea¬ 
sonal closed period the tunnels from 
pots to spillers of all traps shall be en¬ 
tirely disconnected. In respect to traps 
not provided with spillers, the require¬ 
ments in regard to spillers shall apply 
to the pots. In any prescribed fishing 
area prior to the first date when salmon 
traps may be operated in any calendar 
year, no trap or any part thereof, 
whether under construction or after 
completion, shall be so arranged or ad¬ 
justed as to prevent the free and unob¬ 
structed passage at all times of all fish.* 
(Sec. 5, 43 Stat. 466; 48 U. S. C. 234) 

Sec. 201.2 Traps limited to tioo spill¬ 
ers. No trap shall have more than two 
spillers.* 

Sec. 201.3 Salmon trolling boats pro¬ 
hibited from carrying seines and limited 
to one gill net; size of gill nets permitted. 
No salmon trolling boat shall carry or 
operate any seine or more than one gill 
net. The gill net shall be of mesh not 
more than 2 l / 2 inches stretched measure 
between knots, shall not be of greater 
than No. 20 gill-net thread, and shall not 
exceed 10 fathoms in length and 100 
meshes in depth.* 

Sec. 201.4 Types of gear permitted in 
commercial salmon fishing. In com¬ 
mercial fishing for salmon all forms of 
gear other than drift gill nets, stake nets, 
set nets, driven traps, floating traps, 
purse seines, beach seines, fish wheels, 
trolling apparatus, hand lines, rods, 
spears, and gaffs, are prohibited at all 
times. The use of any other form of 
gear, including trammel nets, diver nets, 
trawls, combination nets, hammerhead 
traps or any modification thereof, is pro¬ 
hibited at all times. No gill net shall 
include any webbing other than a single 
sheet hung between cork and lead lines. 
No gill net shall be used in any form of 
seining operations.* 

Sec. 201.5 The use of trawls in com¬ 
mercial fishing is prohibited; exceptions . 
The use of any trawl in commercial fish¬ 
ery operations is prohibited: Provided, 
That this prohibition shall not apply (a) 
to fishing operations conducted solely for 
the purpose of taking shrimp; (b) to 
commercial fishing for flounders when 
such fishing does not result in the 


capture, injury, or destruction of other 
food fish; and (c) to commercial fishing 
for king or spider crabs west of 150 
degrees west longitude, exclusive of all 
waters in Cook Inlet.* 

Sec. 201.6 The use of dynamite in 
taking fish is prohibited. The use of 
dynamite, or any other explosive in the 
taking or killing of any fish is pro¬ 
hibited.* 

Sec. 201.7 Standard time used in vari¬ 
ous fishing areas of Alaska. The time 
used in the various areas for the en¬ 
forcement of the law and the regula¬ 
tions that specify hours and days shall 
be as follows: 

(a) In the southeastern Alaska area: 
Standard time of the one hundred and 
thirty-fifth meridian of west longitude, 
which is 1 hour slower than Seattle 
standard time. 

(b) In the Bering River. Copper River, 
Prince William Sound, Resurrection Bay, 
Cook Inlet, Kodiak, Chignik, Alaska 
Peninsula, and Bristol Bay areas: Stand¬ 
ard time of the one hundred and fiftieth 
meridian of west longitude, which is 2 
hours slower than Seattle standard time. 

(c) In the Aleutian Islands and Yu¬ 
kon-Kuskokwim areas: Standard time 
of the one hundred and sixty-fifth merid¬ 
ian of west longitude, which is 3 hours 
slower than Seattle standard time.* 

Sec. 201.8 Observance of markers 
erected by the Department of Com¬ 
merce. All persons engaged in fishery 
operations are warned to give due re¬ 
gard to all markers erected by the De¬ 
partment of Commerce.* 

Sec. 201.9 IntCTisity of commercial 
fishing shall be regulated by weir counts 
in waters where weirs are maintained. 
In waters where a rack or weir is main¬ 
tained by the Bureau of Fisheries for 
the purpose of counting salmon ascend¬ 
ing to the spawning grounds, records of 
the catch of salmon shall be furnished 
daily by all operators to the local repre¬ 
sentative of the Bureau of Fisheries in 
charge, and upon notification by the 
Commissioner of Fisheries or his author¬ 
ized representative that an excessive 
proportion of the run is being taken so 
that the escapement of any species is 
less than the 50 percent specified by sec¬ 
tion 2 of the act of June 6, 1924, all com¬ 
mercial fishing operations shall at once 
be discontinued and shall not be resumed 
until permission therefor is granted by 
the Commissioner of Fisheries or his 
duly authorized representative. And if 
in any year it shall appear that the 
run of salmon in such waters has 
diminished there shall be required a 
correspondingly increased escapement, 
and upon notification by the Commis¬ 
sioner of Fisheries or his authorized rep¬ 
resentative all commercial fishery op¬ 
erations shall cease and shall not be 
resumed until such increased escapement 
has been secured.* (Sec. 2. 43 Stat. 
465; 48 U. S. C. 225) 

Sec. 201.10 The driving of salmon 
downstream is prohibited. The driving 
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of salmon downstream and the causing 
of salmon to go outside the protected 
area at the mouth of any salmon stream 
are expressly prohibited.* 

Sec. 201.11 Inspection of fisheries 
establishments by Government agents. 
During the inspection of the salmon 
fisheries by the agents and representa¬ 
tives of this department, they shall have 
at all times free and unobstructed access 
to all canneries, salteries, and other fish¬ 
ing establishments and to all hatcheries.* 
(Sec. 6, 43 Stat. 466; 48 U. S. C. 227) 
Sec. 201.12 Identification of stationary 
fishing apjmratus. All persons, com¬ 
panies, or corporations owning, operat¬ 
ing, or using any stake net, set net, trap 
net, pound net, or fish wheel for taking 
salmon or other fishes shall cause to be 
placed in a conspicuous place on said 
trap net, pound net, stake net, set net, 
or fish wheel the name of the person, 
company, or corporation owning, operat¬ 
ing, or using same, together with a dis¬ 
tinctive number, letter, or name which 
shall identify each particular stake net, 
set net, trap net, pound net, or fish 
wheel, said lettering and numbering to 
consist of black figures and letters, not 
less than 6 inches in length, painted on 
white ground.* 

Sec. 201.13 Registration of trolling 
boats with Bureau of Fisheries. Each 
season, prior to commencement of com¬ 
mercial fishing, the name and number 
of each trolling boat shall be furnished 
in writing to the local representative of

Sec. 201.14 Prosecution for wanton 
waste of fish. If in the process of curing 
salmon bellies the remaining edible por¬ 
tion of the fish is not used, such action 
will be regarded as wanton waste within 
the meaning of section 8 of the act of 
June 26, 1906, and those who engage in 
this practice will be reported for prosecu¬ 
tion as provided for in the act.* (Sec. 
8. 34 Stat. 480; 48 U. S. C. 236) 

Sec. 201.15 The taking of salmon for 
feed for fur-bearing animals shall be con¬ 
sidered as commercial fishing . The tak¬ 
ing of salmon for feed for fur-bearing 
animals shall be considered as commer¬ 
cial fishing and subject to all of the limi¬ 
tations in respect thereto.* 

Sec. 201.16 Imposition of additional 
restrictive regulations where the intensity 
of fishing icarrants.

Sec. 211.1 Definition, Prince William 
Sound area. The Prince William Sound 
area is hereby defined to include all ter¬ 
ritorial coastal and tributary waters of 
the Gulf of Alaska between Cape Fair- 
field on the west and Point Whitshed on 
the east.* 

Sec. 211.2 Total aggregate length of 
gill nets, salmon fishing boats. The total 
aggregate length of gill nets on any 
salmon-fishing boat, or in use by such 
boat, shall not exceed 200 fathoms hung 
measure.* 

Sec. 211.3 Salmon-fishing boats lim¬ 
ited to one seine; size of seine. No salm¬ 
on-fishing boat shall carry or operate 
more than one seine of any description, 
and no additional net of any kind shall 
be carried on such boat. The carrying 
of any additional seine or net of any 
kind on a boat towed by any salmon¬ 
fishing boat is prohibited. No purse 
seine shall be less than 125 meshes nor 
more than 200 meshes in depth, nor less 
than 90 fathoms nor more than 150 
fathoms in length measured on the cork 
line. For the purpose of determining 
depths of seines, measurements will be 
upon the basis of 3V£ inches stretched 
measure between knots. The extension 
to any seine in the way of leads exceed¬ 
ing 25 fathoms in length is prohibited.* 
Sec. 211.4 Maximum length of salm¬ 
on purse seine boats. No boat used in 
operating any purse seine shall be longer 
than 50 feet, as shown by official register

No set or an¬ 
chored gill net shall exceed 300 yards in 
length and each shall be set in substan¬ 
tially a straight line: Provided, That not 
to exceed 20 yards of each net may be 
used as a hook.

From the northern side of the entrance 
to Hidden Bay northerly to a point at 
60 degrees 43 minutes 45 seconds north 
latitude, 148 degrees 6 minutes 35 sec¬ 
onds west longitude. 

(h) Western side of Valdez Arm (1) 
within 2,500 feet of a point at 60 degrees 
55 minutes 40 seconds north latitude, 146 
degrees 58 minutes 35 seconds west longi¬ 
tude, and (2) from 60 degrees 58 min¬ 
utes north latitude to 60 degrees 59 min¬ 
utes north latitude. 

(i) Southwest coast of Bligh Island 
from 60 degrees 49 minutes 45 seconds 
north latitude to 146 degrees 44 minutes 
20 seconds west longitude.

(m) Mainland coast, near Knowles 
Head, within 2,500 feet of a point at 60 
degrees 41 minutes 17 seconds north lati¬ 
tude, 146 degrees 40 minutes west longi¬ 
tude. 

(n) Within 1 statute mile of Red Head 

(o) From a point on the coast 1 stat¬ 
ute mile northwestward of the light at 
Gravina Point to a point on the coast 
2 statute miles northwestward of the 
light at Gravina Point, making an open 
space of 1 statute mile. 

(p) Along the coast within 1 statute 
mile southwesterly of the outer point on 
the southwest side of the entrance to 
Cedar Bay, Hawkins Island 

(q) Within 1 statute mile of Makaka 
Point. Hawkins Island. 

(r) Hinchinbrook Island: Within 
3.000 feet, measured westerly along the 
north side of a peninsula, from a point 
at 60 degrees 28 minutes 47 seconds north 
latitude, 146 degrees 23 minutes 27 sec¬ 
onds west longitude. 

(s) Hinchinbrook Island: Within 
3,000 feet, measured easterly along the 
coast, from a point at 60 degrees 27 min¬ 


utes 58 seconds north latitude, 14G de¬ 
grees 27 minutes west longitude, on the 
north side of a spit. 

(t) Hinchinbrook Island: Within 
2,500 feet, measured along the coast, 
from a point at 60 degrees 28 minutes 54 
seconds north latitude, 146 degrees 32 
minutes 11 seconds west longitude. 

(u) Hinchinbrook Island: Prom a 
point on the coast at 60 degrees 27 min¬ 
utes north latitude, 146 degrees 39 min¬ 
utes 48 seconds west longitude, northward 
to the light at Johnstone Point.

(z) Western coast of Montague Island 
(1) from Point Bazil on the north side of 
the entrance to Hanning Bay northeast¬ 
erly to 60 degrees 0 minutes 30 seconds 
north latitude, and (2) from 60 degrees 
7 minutes 30 seconds north latitude 
northeasterly to 60 degrees 9 minutes 45 
seconds north latitude (as shown on U. S.

(i) St. Matthew Bay, north side of 
Port Gravina: All waters within 2,000 
yards of the mouth of the stream flowing 
into the head of the bay. 

(j) Irish Cove, south side of Port 
Fidalgo: All waters within the cove south 
of 60 degrees 46 minutes north latitude. 

<k) Whalen Bay, south side of Port 
Fidalgo: All waters east of 146 degrees 
15 minutes 30 seconds west longitude. 

(1) Fish Bay, north side of Port Fidal¬ 
go: All waters within 1,000 yards of the 
mouth of the stream at the head of the 
bay. 

<m) Galena Bay, east side of Valdez 
Arm: All waters within a line from a 
point on the coast at 60 degrees 55 min¬ 
utes 30 seconds north latitude, 146 de¬ 
grees 38 minutes 30 seconds west longi¬ 
tude. northeasterly to a point on the 
coast at 60 degrees 56 minutes 17 seconds 
north latitude, 146 degrees 36 minutes 
30 seconds west longitude, and all waters 
within 1,000 yards of the mouth of In¬ 
dian Creek. 

(n) Jack Bay, east side of Valdez 
Arm: All waters east of 146 degrees 36 
minutes west longitude. 

(o) Robe River, Lowe River, and other 
unnamed streams flowing into Port Val¬ 
dez in the immediate vicinity of Valdez: 
All waters within 1 statute mile of the 
mouths. 

(p) Long Bay and its tributaries, in¬ 
denting mainland on north shore of 
Prince William Sound: All waters within 
1,000 yards of the mouth of any salmon 
stream. 

(q) Unakwik Inlet and tributary 
waters, indenting mainland on north 
shore of Prince William Sound: All 
waters within 1,000 yards of the mouth 
of any salmon stream. 

(r) Wells Passage and tributary waters 
indenting mainland on north shore of 
Prince William Sound: All waters of 
Wells Passage and its tributaries, Includ¬ 
ing Port Wells, Cochrane Bay, Black- 
stone Bay, and Passage Canal, west of 
a line extending southwesterly from 
Point Esther to a point on the east side 
of the entrance to Cochrane Bay at 60 
degrees 45 minutes 42 seconds north lat¬ 
itude, 148 degrees 13 minutes 54 seconds 
west longitude (as shown on U. S. Coast 
and Geodetic Survey Chart No. 8551). 

<s) Long Bay, tributary to Culross Pas¬ 
sage: All waters within the bay. 

(t) Gum boot Creek, on northwest 
shore of Eshamy Bay: All waters within 
1,000 yards of the mouth of the creek. 

(u) Eshamy Lagoon and its tributary 
waters: All waters within the lagoon and 


its tributaries and within 100 yards out¬ 
side the narrows at the entrance to the 
lagoon. 

(v) Jackpot Bay: All waters within a 
line, indicated by markers, located at the 
entrance to the narrows in the bay. 

(w) Port Bainbridge: All waters in 
the middle north arm of Port Bainbridge, 

(x) Bay of Isles, indenting east shore 
of Knight Island: All waters within 
1,000 yards of the mouth of the stream 
at the head of the west arm of the bay.* 

Sec. 211.15 Closed seasons, commer¬ 
cial herring fishing , except by gill nets or 
for bait purposes. Commercial fishing 
for herring, except for bait purposes, is 
prohibited from January 1 to June 7, 
both dates inclusive, and from October 
16 to December 31, both dates inclusive: 
Provided, That this prohibition shall not 
apply to the use of set and drift gill nets 
of mesh not smaller than 2 l / 2 inches 
stretched measure between knots in the 
period from November 16 to December 15, 
both dates inclusive.*

Commercial 
fishing for herring, including bait fish¬ 
ing, by means of any purse seine more 
than 1,400 meshes in depth, more than 
150 fathoms in length, or of mesh less 
than 1 1 / 2 inches stretched measure be¬ 
tween knots is prohibited: Provided , 
That in the period from August 1 to No¬ 
vember 15, both dates inclusive, commer¬ 
cial fishing for herring, including bait 
fishing, by means of any purse seine 
more than 1,400 meshes in depth, more 
than 180 fathoms in length, or less than 
IVz inches stretched measure between 
knots is prohibited: And provided fur¬ 
ther, That any purse seine may have in 
addition a strip along the bottom not to 
exceed 30 meshes in depth and of mesh 
not less than 4 inches stretched measure 
between knots.

In 
the open season from August 16 to De¬ 
cember 31, both dates inclusive, there 
shall not be taken in the Prince William 
Sound and Copper River areas a com¬ 
bined total of more than 280.000 pounds 
of razor clams, including shells, or 7,000 
cases upon the basis of 48 one-half 
pound cans per case.* 

Sec. 211.27 Maximum take of razor- 
clams from certain central bars. Within 
the section bounded on the west by 
Strawberry Point Channel, on the north 
by a line from the southern extremity of 
Mummy Island to Wireless Point, and on 
the east by a line from Government Rock 
to the west end of First Egg Island, the 
taking of razor clams for commercial 
purposes is prohibited for the remainder 
of each calendar year after a combined 
total of 800,000 pounds, including shells, 
or 20,000 cases upon the basis of 48 one- 
half pound cans per case, has been 
reached in the Prince William Sound 
and Copper River areas.* 

Sec. 211.28 Protection of female crabs 
and small male crabs. Dungeness crab 
(Cancer magister). —No female of this 
species shall be taken at any time, and 
no male of this species measuring less 
than 7 inches in greatest width shall be

feet in length when any part of such 
trap is in a greater depth of water than 
100 feet at mean high tide. The length 
of any such trap shall be as measured 
along the lead from shore at mean high 
tide to the outer face of the pot.* 

Sec. 229.7 Salmon fishing boats lim¬ 
ited to one seine; size of seine . No salm¬ 
on fishing boat shall carry or operate 
more than one seine of any description, 
and no additional net of any kind shall 
be carried on such boat. The carrying of 
any additional seine or net of any kind 
on a boat towed by any salmon fishing 
boat is prohibited. No purse seine shall 
be less than 175 meshes nor more than 
250 meshes in depth nor less than 150 
fathoms nor more than 200 fathoms in 
length measured on the cork line.

SECTION 1. AUTHORITY, AVAILABILITY OF 
FUNDS, AND APPLICABILITY 

(a) Authority. —This bulletin super¬ 
sedes for Chase County all portions of 
WR-1939-Kansas relating to range. 

Pursuant to the authority vested in 
the Secretary of Agriculture under Sec¬ 
tions 7 to 17, inclusive, of the Soil Con¬ 
servation and Domestic Allotment Act, 
as amended, and in connection with the 
effectuation of the purposes of Section 
7 (a) of said Act in 1939, payments will 
be made for participation in the 1939 
Chase County, Kansas, Range Conserva¬ 
tion Program in accordance with the 
provisions of this bulletin and such modi¬ 
fications thereof or other revisions as 
may hereafter be made. 

(b) Availability of funds. —The pro¬ 
visions of this program are necessarily 
subject to such legislation affecting said 
program as the Congress of the United 
States may hereafter enact; the making 
of the payments herein provided is con¬ 
tingent upon such appropriation as the 
Congress may hereafter provide for such 
purpose and the amounts of such pay¬ 
ments will necessarily be within the lim¬ 
its finally determined by such appropri¬ 
ation, the final estimate of payments 
which would be made in Chase County, 
Kansas, under the national 1939 Range 
Conservation Program and the extent of 
participation in the 1939 Chase County, 
Kansas, Range Conservation Program. 
As an adjustment for participation in 
the 1939 Chase County, Kansas, Range 
Conservation Program the rates of pay¬ 
ment specified herein may be increased 
or decreased by as much as 10 percent. 

(c) Applicability .—The provisions of 
the 1939 Chase County, Kansas, Range 
Conservation Program contained in this 
bulletin are not applicable to (1) coun¬ 
ties other than Chase County, Kansas, 
and (2) public domain of the United 
States, including land owned by the 
United States and administered under 
the Taylor Grazing Act or by the Forest 
Service of the United States Department 
of Agriculture, and other lands in which 
the beneficial ownership is in the United 
States. 

SECTION 2. DEFINITIONS 

For the purposes of the 1939 Chase 
County, Kansas, Range Conservation 
Program: 

Secretary means the Secretary of Agri¬ 
culture of the United States,

cluded in the States of Arizona, Cali¬ 
fornia, Colorado. Idaho. Kansas, Mon¬ 
tana, Nevada. New Mexico, North Da¬ 
kota, Oregon.

Regional director means the Director 
of the Western Division of the Agricul¬ 
tural Adjustment Administration in 
charge of the 1939 Agricultural Conserva¬ 
tion Program in the State of Kansas. 

State committee means the group of 
persons designated for the State of Kan¬ 
sas to assist in the administration of the 
1939 Agricultural Conservation Program, 
the 1939 Range Conservation Program, 
and the 1939 Chase County. Kansas, 
Range Conservation Program in the State 
of Kansas. 

County committee means the group 
of persons elected for Chase County to 
assist in the administration of the 1939 
Agricultural Conservation Program and 
the 1939 Chase County. Kansas, Range 
Conservation Program. 

Person means an individual, partner¬ 
ship, association, corporation, estate or 
trust, and wherever applicable a State, 
a political subdivision of a State, or 
any agency thereof. 

Range-building allovxmces means the 
largest amount for any ranching unit 
which may be earned as a range-build¬ 
ing payment on such ranching unit. 

Range-building payment means a 
payment made for the carrying out of 
one or more range building practices. 

Ranch operator means a person who 
as owner, cash tenant, or share tenant 
operates, or a person who acts in simi¬ 
lar capacity in the operation of, a 
ranching unit in 1939. 

Range land means any land in which 
a ranch operator has such a legal es¬ 
tate or interest as to give him control 
thereof, which produces forage grazed 
by range livestock, without cultivation 
or general irrigation. 

Ranching unit means all range land 
which is used in 1939 by the ranch op¬ 
erator as a single unit in producing 
range livestock, with machinery, work- 
stock, and labor substantially separate 
from that of any other range land. In 
order to facilitate the administration of 
the program the Regional Director may 
prescribe that for the purposes of this 
program, tracts shall be deemed ranch¬ 
ing units only if they contain more than 
the minimum acreage of range land 
fixed by him. A ranching unit shall be 
regarded as located in the county in 
which its principal dwelling is situated, 
or if there is no dwelling thereon it shall 
be regarded as located in the county in 
which the major portion of the ranch¬ 
ing unit is located. 

Subunit for the purpose of this bul¬ 
letin means a part of a ranching unit 
consisting of one or more fenced enclo¬ 
sures for which the grazing capacity is 
established separately from any other 
range land. 


Animal unit means one cow, one 
horse, five sheep, or five goats, or the 
equivalent thereof. 

Grazing capacity of range land means 
the number of animal units which such 
land will sustain, on a 12-month basis, 
over a period of years without decreas¬ 
ing the stand of grass or other grazing 
vegetation, and without injury to the 
forage, tree growth, or watershed. 

Limited grazing is that rate of stock- 
iny on any ranching unit which will, over 
a period of years, result In a sustained 
yield of grass, or other forage growth 
without injury to the tree growth or 
watershed. 

Animal month of grazing use is the 
grazing of one animal unit for one 
month’s time under conditions that will 
result in satisfactory gains by the ani¬ 
mal without supplementary feeding. 

Stocking rate means grazing capacity 
(based on 12 months use) adjusted to a 
seasonal basis; and also, the number of 
animal units grazing a tract of range 
land for a given period. 

SECTION 3. RATES OF RANGE-BUILDING 
PAYMENTS 

Within the limits of the range-build¬ 
ing allowance and subject to the condi¬ 
tions hereinafter set forth, payment will 
be made for carrying out on range land 
in 1939 such of the following practices 
as are approved by the county commit¬ 
tee for the ranching unit prior to their 
institution. 

Practices and Conditions of Payment — 
Rate of Payment 

Reseeding of Range Land 

(a) Restoration of the natural forage 
by limited grazing of range land. —(1) 
For the grazing of all range land in the 
ranching unit by a total number of ani¬ 
mal units not in excess of the estab¬ 
lished grazing capacity thereof, pro¬ 
vided, the total animal months of graz¬ 
ing use on a ranching unit (as used in 
this Section, ranching unit shall also 
mean the ranching subunit) during the 
year shall not exceed the number com¬ 
puted for the respective period of graz¬ 
ing use according to the formula be¬ 
low: 

6 or more months of grazing use 12.0 
times the animal units of grazing 
capacity: 

5 months, 11.5 x Grazing capacity. 

4 months, 10.0XGrazing capacity. 

3 months or less, 9.0 X Grazing 
capacity. 

except that if all livestock are withheld 
from grazing on the ranching unit dur¬ 
ing the period from April 15 to May 15, 
the total animal months of grazing use 
during the year may be increased to a 
number not larger than 12 times the 
animal units of grazing capacity, ir- 
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respective of the number of months of 
grazing use. 

The ranching unit shall not at any 
time be grazed by a number of animal 
units in excess of the number computed 
for the respective period of grazing use 
according to the formula below:

provided that in no event during the pe¬ 
riod from January 1 to April 15 shall 
the ranching unit be grazed by a number 
of animal units in excess of 10 percent of 
the established grazing capacity. 

Payment shall be made only on condi¬ 
tion that (1) the operator notifies the 
county committee prior to turning any 
livestock on the range and prior to the 
removal of livestock therefrom; (2) the 
operator gives the county committee an 
adequate opportunity to check the num¬ 
ber of livestock grazing on the ranching 
unit or subunit at any time; (3) only 
those ranching units shall be approved 
for this practice by the county commit¬ 
tee where the ranching unit and each 
subunit is fenced and the fences are 
maintained, and where stock water is 
located so as to insure the proper distri¬ 
bution of livestock within each subunit; 
and (4) the county committee deter¬ 
mines that any controlled burning of 
range land was performed at such a time 
or in such a manner as not to defeat the 
purposes of the 1939 Chase County, Kan¬ 
sas. Range Conservation Program. 

Rate: 40% of the range-building al¬ 
lowance computed under section n. 

(2) In addition to compliance with the 
provisions of subsection (a) under this 
Practice (a)-(l) the ranch operator 
complies with such other conditions or 
specifications as may be established by 
the county committee, in accordance 
with instructions issued by the State 
committee, where the county committee 
determines such additional conditions or 
specifications are needed in the interest 
of range conservation; or (2) if the 
county committee determines that addi¬ 
tional conditions or specifications are not 
needed in the interest of range conserva¬ 
tion, the stocking rate approved for the 
ranching unit is determined by the 
county committee, in accordance with a 
procedure approved by the State com¬ 
mittee, to be a reduction of 20% or more 
from the normal stocking rate. 

Rate: 20% of the range-building al¬ 
lowance computed under section n. 

(b) Artificial reseeding .—For reseed¬ 
ing depleted range land, with good seed 
of adapted varieties of range grasses, le¬ 
gumes, or forage shrubs: $0.20 per pound 


of seed sown, but not in excess of $2.00 
per acre. 

Development of Stock Water 

(g) Earthen tanks or reservoirs .—For 
constructing reservoirs or earthen tanks 
with spillways adequate to prevent dams 
from washing out, for the purpose of 
providing water for range livestock: 
$0.15 per cubic yard of material moved 
not in excess of 5,000 cubic yards, and 
$0.10 per cubic yard of material moved in 
excess of 5,000 cubic yards for each tank 
or reservoir. 

(1) Wells. —(1) For drilling or digging 
wells with casing not less than 4 inches 
in diameter, for the purpose of providing 
water for range livestock, provided a 
windmill or power pump is installed and 
the water is conveyed to a tank or stor¬ 
age reservoir. Payment will not be made 
for a well developed at any ranch head¬ 
quarters: $2.00 per linear foot. 

(2) For drilling or digging wells with 
casing less than 4 inches in diameter, for 
the purpose of providing water for range 
livestock, provided a windmill or power 
pump is installed and the water is con¬ 
veyed to a tank or storage reservoir. An 
artesian well with casing less than 4 
inches in diameter will qualify for pay¬ 
ment, provided adequate stock water is 
made available during the grazing season 
and the water is conveyed to a tank or 
trough. Payment will not be made for a 
well developed at any ranch headquar¬ 
ters: $1.00 per linear foot. 

(J) Development of natural watering 
places .—For developing springs or seeps 
for the purpose of providing water for 
range livestock, provided the source is 
protected from trampling, and at least 
20 cubic feet of available water storage is 
provided: $0.30 per cubic foot in soil or 
gravel and $0.50 per cubic foot in rock 
formation for excavation of source, pro¬ 
vided the minimum payment will be 
$20.00 and the maximum payment 
$100.00 for any single development. 

SECTION 4. RANGE-BUILDING ALLOWANCE 

The range-building allowance shall be 
2 cents per acre of range land in the 
ranching unit plus $1.00 times the graz¬ 
ing capacity of the range land: Provided . 
however , That the grazing capacity item 
shall not be calculated on more than one 
animal unit for each ten acres of range 
land in the ranching unit, and the 
acreage item shall not be calculated on 
more than 60 acres for each animal unit 
of grazing capacity established for the 
ranching unit. 

SECTION 5. CONDITION OP PAYMENT 

(a) Promotion of conservation and 
good range management .—Payments for 
carrying out range-building practices 
are conditioned upon the adoption or 
maintenance of conservative range 
management practices designed to se¬ 
cure or maintain a good stand of grass 
or other palatable forage plants and in 


bringing about such use of the forage 
resources of the ranch as will most ef¬ 
fectively carry out the purposes of the 
Soil Conservation and Domestic Allot¬ 
ment Act. Payments under the 1939 
Chase County, Kansas, Range Conserva¬ 
tion Program will be made only with re¬ 
spect to those ranching units on which 
the county committee certifies that such 
range management practices have been 
followed. The range-building practices 
approved by the county committee for 
any ranching unit shall be practices 
which the county committee finds are 
needed on the ranch in order to, pro¬ 
mote conservation and good range man¬ 
agement. 

(b) Payments limited to range-build¬ 
ing allowance .—The range-building pay¬ 
ment made with respect to any ranch¬ 
ing unit shall not exceed the range¬ 
building allowance for such ranching 
unit. Payment will be made only if 
range-building practices are carried out 
according to specifications recom¬ 
mended by the county and State com¬ 
mittees and approved by the Regional 
Director. Payments made for per¬ 
formance pursuant to the provisions of 
this bulletin shall not be subject to 
the the provisions of Section 9 of the 
Kansas 1939 Agricultural Conservation 
Program Bulletin. 

(c) State or Federal aid .—No pay¬ 

ment will be made for practices carried 
out with labor, seed, trees, and ma¬ 
terials furnished entirely by any State 
or Federal agency other than the Agri¬ 
cultural Adjustment Administration, or 
for practices with respect to which a 
portion of the labor, seed, trees, or other 
materials used in carrying out such 
practices is furnished by a State or 
Federal agency other than the Agricul¬ 
tural Adjustment Administration, if 
such portion represents one-half or 
more of the total cost of carrying out 
such practices. If a portion of the 
labor, seed, trees, or other materials 
used in carrying out any practice is 
furnished by a State or Federal agency 
other than the Agricultural Adjustment 
Administration and such portion rep¬ 
resents less than one-half of the total 
cost of carrying out such practice, pay¬ 
ment will be made for such practice at 
one-half of the rate specified in Section 
3. Provided, That labor, seed, trees, 
and materials furnished to a State, po¬ 
litical subdivision of a State, or any 
agency thereof by any agency of the 
same State shall not be deemed to have 
been furnished by “any State ♦ • • 

Agency” within the meaning of this 
paragraph. Trees purchased from a 
Clark-McNary Cooperative State Nurs¬ 
ery shall not be deemed to be paid for 
in whole or in part by a State or Fed¬ 
eral Agency. No payment will be made 
for the planting and protection of forest 
trees planted under a cooperative agree¬ 
ment entered into with the Forest Serv¬ 
ice in connection with the Prairie States 
Forestry Project. 
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SECTION 6. CHANGES IN LEASING ARRANGE¬ 
MENTS AND OTHER DEVICES 

(a) No payment will be made to any 
person who has for 1939 made any 
change from the 1938 leasing arrange¬ 
ments of range land for the purpose of, 
or which would have the effect of, di¬ 
verting to such person any payment to 
which any lessee would be entitled if the 
1938 leasing arrangements of such range 
land were in effect for 1939. If the State 
committee finds that any person who 
files an application for a payment pur¬ 
suant to the provisions of the 1939 Chase 
County, Kansas, Range Conservation 
Program has made any change from the 
1938 leasing arrangements of such range 
land or has employed any other scheme 
or device whatsoever for the purpose of, 
or which would have the effect of de¬ 
priving any other person of any payment 
or share therein to which such other 
person otherwise would be entitled, the 
Secretary may withhold in whole or in 
part from the person participating in 
such a scheme or device, or require such 
person to refund in whole or in part, the 
amount of any payment which has been 
or otherwise would be made to such per¬ 
son for performance in connection with 
the 1939 Chase County, Kansas, Range 
Conservation Program. 

SECTION 7. ELIGIBILITY FOR PAYMENT 

(a) Persons eligible to file applica¬ 
tion. —Application for range-building 
payment may be made only by ranch op¬ 
erators. Range-building payments will 
be made to (1) a sole ranch operator, or 
(2) each ranch operator of a group of two 
or more ranch operators, provided they 
all signify in the application for the 
range-building payment a percentum of 
the total payment to be made to each 
ranch operator. In case there are two 
or more ranch operators, the application 
must be made by all of them, except that 
in cases where any ranch operator re¬ 
fuses to sign the application for payment 
the county committee shall determine 
the percentage share of each ranch op¬ 
erator and payment of his percentage 
share will be made to each ranch operator 
applying for payment in accordance with 
such determination. 

(b) Time and manner of filing appli¬ 
cation and information required. —Pay¬ 
ment will be made only upon application 
submitted through the county office. The 
Secretary reserves the right (1) to with¬ 
hold payment to any ranch operator who 
fails to file any form or furnish any in¬ 
formation required with respect to any 
ranching unit in which such ranch op¬ 
erator is interested, and (2) to refuse to 
accept any application for payment if 
such application or any other form or in¬ 
formation required is not submitted to 
the county office within the time fixed 
by the regional director. At least two 
weeks’ notice to the public shall be given 
in advance of the expiration of a time 
limit for filing prescribed forms. 

(c) Excess cotton acreage. —Any per¬ 
son who makes application for payment 


with respect to any ranching unit located 
in a county in which cotton is planted in 
1939 shall file with such application a 
statement that the applicant has not 
knowingly planted or caused to be 
planted during 1939 cotton on land in 
any farm in which he has an interest in 
excess of the cotton acreage allotment 
established for the farm for 1939 and 
that cotton was not planted in excess of 
such allotment by his authority or with 
his consent. 

Any person who knowingly plants cot¬ 
ton on his farm in 1939 on acreage in 
excess of the cotton acreage allotment 
established for the farm in 1939 shall not 
be eligible for any payment under the 
provisions of the 1939 Chase County, 
Kansas. Range Conservation Program. 
Any person having an interest in the cot¬ 
ton crop on a farm on which cotton is 
planted in 1939 on acreage in excess of 
the cotton acreage allotment for the farm 
for 1939 shall be presumed to have know¬ 
ingly planted cotton on his farm on acre¬ 
age in excess of such farm cotton acre¬ 
age allotment if notice of the farm allot¬ 
ment is mailed to him prior to the com¬ 
pletion of the planting of cotton on the 
farm, unless the farmer establishes the 
fact that the excess acreage was planted 
to cotton due to his lack of knowledge of 
the number of acres in the tract(s) 
planted to cotton. Such notice, if mailed 
to the operator of the farm, shall be 
deemed to be notice to all persons shar¬ 
ing in the production of cotton on the 
farm in 1939. 

SECTION 8. PAYMENT RESTRICTED TO EFFEC¬ 
TUATION OF THE PURPOSES OF THE PRO¬ 
GRAM 

All or any part of any payments 
which otherwise would be made to any 
person under the 1939 Chase County, 
Kansas, Range Conservation Program 
may be withheld (1) if he has adopted 
any practice which the Secretary deter¬ 
mines tends to defeat any of the pur¬ 
poses of the 1939 or previous range con¬ 
servation programs, (2) if. by means of 
any corporation, partnership, estate, 
trust, or any other device, or in any 
manner whatsoever, he has offset, or 
has participated in offsetting, in whole 
or in part, the performance for which 
such payment is otherwise authorized, 
or (3) if, with respect to forest land or 
woodland owned or controlled by him, 
he adopts any practice which the re¬ 
gional director finds is contrary to 
sound conservation practices. 

No payment will be made to any per¬ 
son if it is determined in accordance 
with instructions issued by the Agricul¬ 
tural Adjustment Administration that, 
with respect to any ranch which he 
owns or operates, the stand of grass 
lias been decreased or the forage, tree 
growth or watershed has been injured 
by overgrazing in 1939. 

SECTION 9. PAYMENTS COMPUTED AND MADE 
WITHOUT REGARD TO CLAIMS 

Any payment or share of payment 
shall be computed and made without re¬ 


gard to questions of title under State 
law, without deduction of claims for ad¬ 
vances (except as provided in Section 
13), and without regard to any claim or 
lien against any crop or livestock, or 
proceeds thereof, in favor of the owner 
or any other creditor. 


SECTION 10. INCREASE IN SMALL PAYMENTS 


The total payment computed for any 
person with respect to any ranching unit 
shall be increased as follows: 


(1) Any payment amounting to 71 
cents or less shall be increased to $1.00: 

(2) Any payment amounting to more 
than 71 cents but less than $1.00 shall be 
increased by 40 percent; 

(3) Any payment amounting to $1.00 
or more shall be increased in accordance

SECTION 11. PAYMENTS LIMITED TO $10,000 

The total of all payments made in 
connection with programs for 1939 un- 
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der Section 8 of the Soil Conservation 
and Domestic Allotment Act to any in¬ 
dividual, partnership or estate with re¬ 
spect to farms and ranching units lo¬ 
cated in the State of Kansas shall not 
exceed the sum of $10,000. The total 
of all payments made in connection with 
programs for 1939 under Section 8 of 
the Soil Conservation and Domestic Al¬ 
lotment Act to any person other than an 
individual, partnership, or estate with 
respect to farms, ranching units, and tur¬ 
pentine places in the United States (in¬ 
cluding Alaska, Hawaii, and Puerto Rico) 
shall not exceed the sum of $10,000. 

All or any part of any payment which 
has been or otherwise would be made to 
any person under the 1939 Agricultural 
Conservation Program, including the 
Range Conservation Program, may be 
withheld or required to be returned if 
he has adopted or participated in adopt¬ 
ing any scheme or device, including the 
dissolution, reorganization, or formation 
of any corporation, partnership, estate, 
trust, or by any other means, which was 
designed to evade, or would have the 
effect of evading, the provisions of this 
section. 

SECTION 12. DEDUCTION FOR ASSOCIATION 
EXPENSES 

There shall be deducted pro rata from 
the payments with respect to any ranch¬ 
ing unit all or such part as the Secretary 
may prescribe of the estimated adminis¬ 
trative expenses incurred or to be in¬ 
curred by the county agricultural con¬ 
servation association in the county in 
which the ranching unit is located. 

SECTION 13. ASSIGNMENTS 

Any person who may be entitled to any 
payment in connection with the 1939 
Chase County, Kansas, Range Conserva¬ 
tion Program may assign his interest in 
such payment as security for cash loaned 
or advances made for the purpose of fi¬ 
nancing the making of a crop in 1939. 
No such assignment will be recognized 
unless the assignment is made in writing 
on Form ACP-69 in accordance with in¬ 
structions (ACP-70) issued by the Agri¬ 
cultural Adjustment Administration. 

Nothing contained in this Section 13 
shall be construed to give an assignee a 
right to any payment other than that to 
which the ranch operator is entitled nor 
shall the Secretary or any disbursing 
agent be subject to any suit or liability 
if payment is made to the ranch operator 
without regard to the existence of any 
such assignment. 

SECTION 14. ESTABLISHMENT OF GRAZING 
CAPACITIES 

There shall be established a grazing 
capacity for each ranching unit for 
which an application for determination 
of grazing capacity is received on or 
before a date established by the re¬ 


gional director as affording reasonable 
opportunity for the filing of such appli¬ 
cations. In determining grazing capac¬ 
ity, consideration shall be given to the 
following: (a) composition, palatability, 
and density of forage growth; (b) cli¬ 
matic fluctuations; (c) distribution and 
character of watering facilities; (d) top¬ 
ographic and cultural features; (e) 
presence or absence of rodents and poi¬ 
sonous plant infestations; and (f) num¬ 
ber and classes of livestock previously 
carried. The average of the individual 
grazing capacities established for all 
ranching units in a county shall not 
exceed the county average grazing capac¬ 
ity limit established by the Agricultural 
Adjustment Administration on the basis 
of available statistics. 

SECTION 15. APPEALS 

Any person may within 15 days after 
notice thereof is forwarded to or avail¬ 
able to him request the county committee 
in writing to reconsider its recommenda¬ 
tion or determination with respect to any 
of the following matters affecting any 
ranching unit in which he has an inter¬ 
est: (a) eligibility to file an application 
for payment, (b) grazing capacity estab¬ 
lished for the range land in such ranch¬ 
ing unit, or (c) any other matter affect¬ 
ing the right to or the amount of his 
payment with respect to the ranching 
unit. The county committee shall notify 
such person of its decision in writing 
within 15 days after receipt of such 
written request for consideration. If 
such person is dissatisfied with the deci¬ 
sion of the county committee, he may, 
within 15 days after such decision is for¬ 
warded to or made available to him, ap¬ 
peal in writing to the State committee. 
The State committee shall notify such 
person of its decision in writing within 
30 days after the receipt of the appeal. 
If such person is dissatisfied with the de¬ 
cision of the State committee he may, 
within 15 days after such decision is 
forwarded to or made available to him, 
request the regional director to review 
the decision of the State committee. 

SECTION 16. STATE AND REGIONAL BULLETINS, 
INSTRUCTIONS, AND FORMS 

The Agricultural Adjustment Adminis¬ 
tration is hereby authorized to make 
such determinations and to prepare and 
issue such State and regional bulletins, 
instructions, and forms as may be re¬ 
quired pursuant to the provisions hereof 
in administering the 1939 Chase County, 
Kansas, Range Conservation Program.
